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This is in response to the petition filed August 28, 2001, requesting 
reconsideration of a decision mailed June 13, 2001 refusing to accord 37 CFR 
1 .47(a) status to the above-identified application. 

The petition is granted . 

Petitioner has shown that the nonsigning inventor (Howard Harte) cannot be 
reached to join in the filing of the above-identified application.

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provided either in a substitute declaration complying with 37 CFR 1 .63(c)(1) or 
supplied by way of an ADS in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .76 prior to issuance of 
the instant application or at such time as may be required by the examiner.
